A t a gloomy and perilous period of the w l r 
he was appointed Attorney-General o f the 
ftate, the duties of which office he executed 
with na lefs fidelity to the itate than honour 
and reputation to himlelf. 


On the formation of the Federal Confti- 
tution, he was chofen member of the C on­ 
vention of this ftate, « f i 7 8 9 , and was one 
of the moft able and eloquent advocates for 
its adoption, foon after North-Carolina be­ 
came a member ©f the oMÍon, he 
was ap­ 
pointed to the important office he held at 
the time of his death. 
His ability and vir­ 
tue, 
his impartiality and humanity as a 
Judge, made him no Irfs r«vered than ef- 
teemcd and beloved in every ftate o f the 
union— .in bis death, therefore, the United 
States may deplore th* lofs of one o f her 
moft faithful and upright fervants, and the 
ftate of North-Carolina of one of her bright- 
tft ornaments. 


In the domeftic and fccial virtues, he had 
but few equals and no fuperior. 
T h e kind 
and affe^ionate huiband, the tender and 
indulgent parent, the generous and humane 
maftcr, the lincere and benevolent friend, 
the irirtuoas and honeft man, wero happily 
combined in his charadler, and will i nduce 
all tbofe who had thepleafure of his acquain­ 
tance to lament his death as a public misfor­ 
tune.
